biles in Europe in 1929 amounted 
to approximately 288,000, as com- 
pared with 152,000 in 1928, accord- 
ing to an estimate issued today 
by the Department of Commerce 
after receipt of reports from 

United States commercial attaches. 

This amounts to an increase of 
136,000 units 89 per cent., over 
the previous year. Of the 1929 total 
of 288000 automobiles, passenger 
car sales accounted for 190,000 and 
trucks, 98,000, the Department of 
Commerce reported 

The total includes automobiles 
either assembled in Europe by 
American manufacturers or export- 
ed from the United States in com- 
plete units. 

Sales of -vehicles in Europe of 
other than American make amount- 
ed to approximately 466,000 passen- 
ger cars and 171,000 trucks, accord- 
ing to the Department of Com- 
merce estimates. This means that 
of the total of 925,000 automobiles 
sold in Europe last year, American 
manufacturers accounted for 288,- 
000, or 31 per cent 

The return to normal large scale 
operations by one of the largest 
American prdoucers influenced to a 
large extent the large number of 
American cars sold in Europe last 
year, according to W. L. Finger 
American automotive commissioner 
for Europe 

He pointed out that 
American motor vehicles in Europe 
must be made in the face of severe 
handicaps, notably tariff barriers, 
some countries showing a tendency 
to give further protection to the 
home industry by mean of in-

TEW YORK, Jan. 31.—Produc- 
tion of passenger cars and 
trucks in the United States and 
Canada in January amounted to 
approximately 300,000, according 
to an estimate based on the figures 
on the output of members of the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, announced yesterday. 

The N. A. C. C. estimated the 
production by its members in the 
month at 189,210, a gain of 113 per 
cent. over December, 1929, and a 
decline of 30 per cent. from Janu- 
ary, 1929 

The production of the Ford Motor 
Company, not a member of the N. 
A. C. C., in January is estimated at 
from 110,000 to 115,000, based on the 
company’s own schedule reports 
in the month.

“Quite a number of American 
assembly pPiants in Europe were 
closed down temporarily or per- 
manently in 1929. On the other 
hand, three or four new plants were 
constructed, but there seems to be 
a disposition toward a more con- 

servative attitude in the operation 
of assembly plants in Europe.” 

Mr. Finger explained that the 
total number of American auto- 
mobiles sold during last year is 
considered unusually good, al- 
though various factors make it 
difficult to forecast the trend of 
sales this year. He added :— 
“The ejifect of tariff policies. 

crops, industrial and general eco- 
nomic conditions, the unpredictable 
movements of the exchanges—these 
incalculable influences will be re- 
flected in the European automobile 
market during 1930.”

Motor Truck Association of America, | 
who addressed the meeting. 

Mr. Pratt, in emphasizing the 
need for a_ national standard. 
pointed out that no two states to- 
day have the same regulations on 
size, weight, speed and lights. He 
compared this condition with the 
limited restrictions imposed upon 
buses, which he said are about the 
same as regulations on passenger 
Cars. 

“What the truck operators and 
shippers need,” said Mr. Pratt, “is a 
body of disinterested men to lay 
down general principals for new 
regulation of motor truck carriers.” 

In an effort to effect a truce in 
the truck license war along state 
boundaries the association adopted 
a resolution favoring complete reci- 
procity on state license tags. The 
plan is designed to prevent states 
from collecting license fees from 
non-resident truck operators in 
the interstate trade. 

The present system. Tom Sny- 
der, retiring nresident of the asso- 
ciation, who also spoke, said, inter- 
feres with commerce and discour- 
Snyder pointed out 
that the gasoline tax takes care of 
the roads, and truck operators buy 
gasoline wherever they send their 
trucks. 


CARS IN MASSACHUSETTS

CITES NOVEMBER 
GAIN IN 20 CITIES 


Stock Slump Affected 
Only Larger Centers, 
Survey Indicates

OS ANGELES, Jan. 31.—Evi 
dence that despite the recent 

Stock Exchange slump general 
business conditions and trade con- 
fidence continue good is found in 
the November, 1929, sales of motor 
trucks, which show an actual gain 
over that month of 1928 as con- 
trasted with a drastic drop in new 
passenger car registrations from 
those of the preceding year. 

To quote the exact plus and minus 
percentages, commercial car regis- 
trations in twenty representative 
cities showed November increase of 
3.4 per cent. while passenger car 
sales in thirty-two cities sustained a 
20.4 per cent. loss. Different condi- 
tions, however. prevailed in the two 
branches of the motor car retail 
trade. passenger car merchants be- 
ing up against greatly lowered Oc- 
tober and November production 
while dealers devoted their energies 
almost entirely to clearing their 
floors of unsold 1929 models in prep- 
aration for the coming of the 1930 
cars. No such abnormal condition 
however. prevailed in the motor 
truck retail field 

A glance at the accompanving 
lable will reveal a radical differ- 
ence in the business done by motor 
truck merchants in the three key 
cities as contrasted by that done 
by dealers in the seventecn small- 
er cities. The contrast was abnor- 
mal and unusual, the figures show- 
ing that while sales in the former 
revealed a 17.2 per cent. drop, in 
the latter there was a 28.2 per cent.

It looks as though dealers in the 


| big metropolitan centers may have 


been unfavorably influenced by 
stock market conditions, while busi- 
ness pessimism had not extended to 
the smaller cities. Just the same, 
the three key cities failed tempo- 
rarily to “key” trade conditions pre- 
vailing elsewhere in the country. 
While in the three key cities other

He 
devised a system which takes a por- 
tion of the perpetual inventory idea, 
augments it with a continual phys- 
ical inventory and checks these 
with a “Getting Low” report and 
a “City Buy” report. | 

Loose leaves are contained in a 
Spring-back binder and each leaf 
carries the record of purchase of 
a certain item of merchandise. A| 
score of such books are maintained | 
and classified according to the! 
usual rate of turnover, or speed of | 
sales, and also according to season. | 
Those items which move fast in 
Summer are brought together by 
pages in the binder; the siow-mov- 
ing merchandise of that season is 
kept in a different book. This sys- 
tem facilitates the perpetual physi- 
cal inventory. 

Some items of the faster-mov- 
ing stock are checked by physical 
inventory twice a week, others 
once a week, some semi-monthly | 
and others once a month. 

The book containing the items 
that require frequent physical in- 
ventory is taken twice a week to the 
stock room and a count is made 
of all the items in the bins. The 
weekly book is taken once a week 
and a similar physical inventory
